tes and ſturdy vacabons, as paſſeth thzoughe and by all parts ut this 


famous ple moſt idelly and wyckedly, and J wel by good erperience

J thought it good. nece ſſarp, and my bounden dutye to acquaynte 
pour godnes with the abyzominable, wycked and deteſtable beyauoz 
of all theſe rowſey. ragged rabblement of rakehelles that vnder the 
pꝛetence of great miſery,dyſeaſes,and other innumerable calamites 
whiche they fapne thzough great hipocriſie do wn and gapne great 
almes in all places where they wply wander, to the vtter deludinge 
of the good geuers. deceauinge and impoueriſhing of all ſuca pooze 
houſholders both ſicke and ſoꝛe, as nether can oꝛ mape walke abꝛoad 
fo2 reliefe and tomfoꝛte (where in dede moſt mercy is to be ſhewed.) 
And foz that J(moſt houozable Laoy\ beinge placed as a pooze gen-

lynge, beinge maraclous ſuttle and craftye in there kynde, foz not 
one amongſt twenty wyll diſcoucr cyther declare there ſcelorous ſe- 
tretes: yet with fapze flattcringe wozdes, money,and good cbere,J 
haue attatned to the typ by ſuch as the meaneſt of the hath wandzed 
theſe riii.peares and molt rvi.and ſome twenty and vpward,andnot 
withoute fapthfull pzomeſſe made vnts them neuer to diſcouer their 
names 02 any thinge they ſhewed me: fo2 they would all ſaye p ths 
bpzight men ſhould vnderſtand thereof they ſhould not be only gre⸗ 
uouſipe beaten but put in daunger of their lyues by the ſapd vpꝛight 
men.

the dole. When Night appꝛoched p poꝛe houſholders repaired home 
to their houſes, the other wayfaring bold beggers remained alnight 
in p barne. aud the ſame barne being ſerched with light in the night 
by this old man and then ponge. with others, they tolde ſeuen ſcoze 
perſons of men, euerp of them hauing his womã. ercept it were two 
wemen that lap alone to gether foꝛ ſome eſpecyall cauſe, Thus ya- 
uing their makes to make merp withall, the buriall was turned to 
bouſing t belly chere. mozning to myꝛth, faſting to feaſting. pꝛaper 
to paſtyme. x, pꝛeſſing of papes, and lamenting to Lecherp. So that 
it maye apere this vncomly company hath had a longe continuance, 
but then nothinge geuen ſo much to pylferinge, pyckinge and ſpop⸗ 
ling, and as far as J can learne 02 vnderſtand by the eraminatton of 
à number ot them. their languag; which they terme peddelars Fren 
che oz Canting, began but within theſe rxc.peeres lytle aboue, and 
that the firſt inuenter therot᷑ was hanged, all ſaue the head, fo2 that 
is the fpnall end ot them all, oꝛ els to dye of ſome filthy and hozpble 
diſeaſes:but much harme is don in the meane ſpace by their continu⸗ 
ance, asſome x.rit.and rvi.peares befozethey be conſumed, and the 
number of them doth daply renew.

Foz what thinge doth chiefelp cauſe theſe rowſey rakehelles thus to 
continge and dayly-increaſeeſarely a number of wicked parſons that 
kepe typlinge Houſes in all hires, where they haue ſuccour and res

the ſame foꝛ they ſell good penywozthes. The byers haue þ greateſt 
gayne, yca yfthey haue nether money noꝛ ware they wylbe truſfed, 
their credite is much. J haue taken aà note of a good many of them x 
wil ſend their names and dwelling places to ſuch Juſticers as dwel⸗ 
leth nere oꝛ nert vnto them, that they by their good wiſedomes map 
diſplace the ſame, and auctozyſe ſuch, as haue honeſty. wyl not blot 
my boke with their names, becauſe they be reſident. But as foz this 


fletinge Fellomſhrp a haue truly ſetfo2th the moſt part of them that 
be doers af this pet with their names that 1b; bark dp.

1 Kufflar, becauſe he is firſt in degre of this odious 
oder: And is ſo called in a ſtatute made fo2 the puniſh 
105 5 * ment of Uacabonds:; Ji the rrviſ.yeare of kyng Hen⸗ 


ry the eight late of moſt famous memozy: Her chall be 
, firſt placed as the woꝛzthieſt of this vnruly rablement. 
N And he ts lo called when he goeth firſt abzoad, epther 
he hath ſerued inthe warres, oz els he hath bene a ſeruinge man and 
weary of well doing, ſhakinge ok all payne, doth chuſe him this pdle 
Ivfe, and wꝛetchedly wanders aboute the moſt ſhyzes of this realme. 
And with ſfoute audacyte, demaundeth where he thinketh hee mape 
be bolde, andcircomſpece ynough as he lethe cauſe to aſke charitte, 
rufullp and lamentably, that it would make a flyntep hart to relent, 
and pytie his miſerable eſtate, howe he hath bene mapmed and bzou- 
ſed in the warres, & parauenture ſome wyll ſhew pou ſome outward - 
wouude, whiche he gotte at ſome dꝛonken krape, epther haltinge of 
ſome pꝛeupe wounde feſtred with a fylthy firy ſlankard. Foz be well

ſhotars hyl,he oner too ke two rufflars, the one manerly wayting on

caryinge his maiſteres cloke, this olde man was verpe glad that hee 
might haue their tompanp oner the hyl, becauſe that dap he had made

Now this ſeuen ſhyllings in whyte 
money they quiclp founde, thinkinge in dede that there had bene no 
moꝛe, ret farther groping aud ſearchinge, found this old angell And 
with great admiration this gentleman thyefe begane to bleſſe hym 
ſapinge, good loꝛde what a woꝛlde is this, howe mape (qnoth her) a

Peu not 
with out pnniſt ment by lockes,whyppinges, and impziſonment. in 
moſt of theſe places, aboue ſapde: Pet not with ſtandinge they haue 
ſo good lylinge in their lewed, lechevous loyteringe, that full: quic⸗ 
pe ali theit puniſhmentes Iko gotten And repentaunce: is heuer 
thought vpon, untyll they tlyme ther tres win a ladder: Theſe vn⸗ 
rewlyraſcales in thcts'roplynge, diſperfe them ſelueg, into ſeuerall 
companpes. as occation ſcrueth,ſometynre moze and ſomtpyme leſſe: 
As if they re papꝛe to apooze huſbandmans houſe, hee wyll go a lone 
- 928ne with him, and ſtoutely demaund his charptte, epther ſhewing 
how he hath ſerued in the warres, and their maymed, eyther that he 


ſekethe ſeruice, and ſapthe he woulde be glad to take payne, foʒ hys 


lpuinge, althoughe he meaneth nothinge lelle: pt he be offered any 
meate oꝛ dꝛynke, he vtterlpe refuſethe (coznefully , and. wpllnought 
but money, and pt he eſpye pong pyges oꝛ pultry, he well noteth the 
place and they the next night ozthoztlp after he wyll be ſure to haue 
ſome of them, whych they bꝛynge to their ſtawlinge kens, which ia 
their typplynghouſcs, as well knowen to them actoꝛding to the olde 
pꝛouerbe (as the begger knowes his diſhe,)Fo2pou-muſt vnderſtand 
euerp Typplyng ale youſe wyll neyther receiue them oz their warcs 
but ſome certapne houſes in euerp ſhyze, eſpecially foꝛ that purpoſes 
where they ſhalbe better welcome to them, then honeſter men, Foz 
by ſuch haue they moſt gayne, and ſhalbe conuapde eyther imo ſome 
loft ont of the wape, oꝛ other ſecret coꝛner not tommen to any other, 
and thether repapꝛe, at actuſtomed tymes, their harlots whiche they 
terme Moztes, and Doxes, not with emtp hands, foz thep be asſkil- 
full in picking, riMing t filcying; as the vpꝛight men, and nothing 
inferioz2, to them in all x nd ot wycket nes, as in other places hereat᷑⸗ 


ter they ſhalbe touched. At theſe foꝛeſapde peltinge peuiſh places and 
bnmannerly, metings, C how the pottes walke about, tut ir talkig --+ 
tounges talke at large: Thep bowle and bowſe one to another, ann 


koa the iyme bouling bellp * A "1 after there ruyNing recreation 
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pk there be not rome pnough in the houſe, they haue cleane Craſve in 
ſome barne oz backehouſe nere adiopning, vhere they couch comly to 
gether, and it were dogge, and byche, and he that is hardyſte maye 
haue his chopſe, vnleſſe fo2 a lptle good maner, ſome wpll take there 
owne that they haue made pꝛomyſe vnto, vntyll they be out of fight , 
and then acco2ding tothe old adage (out of minde.) et theſe vpꝛight 
men ſtand ſo muth vpon their reputation, as they wyl in no caſe haue 
their wemen walke with them, but ſeperat them ſelues foꝛ a tyme, 
Aa moneth oꝛ moꝛe. And mete at fayzes, oꝛ great markets where they 
mete to pylfer and ſteale, from ſtaules, ſhoppes, oz bothes. At theſe 
fapꝛes the bpꝛygbt men, vſe commonly to lye, 4 lingar in hye wapes 
by lanes, ſome pꝛety way oz diſtaunce from þ place, by which wayes 
they be aſſured that compeny paſſeth ſtyll, two and fro. And ther they 
wyll demaund with cap in hand and comlycurteſy, the deuotian and 
charity of p people. They haue ben much lately whipped at fapꝛs. Bt 
thep aſke at a ſtout yemans, ozfarmars houſe his charity, they wpll 
goe ſtrong as thꝛe oꝛ foure in acompany. Where foz feare moze then 
good wyll, they often haue reliete, they ſpldome oz neuer paſſe by a 
Juſfices houſe, but haue by wapes, vnleſſe he dwell alone, and but 
weakely manned, thether wyll they alſo go ſtrong after a ſlpe ſuttle 
ſozte, as with their armes bounde vp with kercher oz lyſte, hauinge 
wzapte about the ſame filthy clothes, either their legges in ſuch ma 
ner bewꝛapped halting downright, Not vnpꝛouided of good codgls, 
which they cary to ſuſtapne them, and as they fayne to keepe gogges 
from them, when they come to ſuch god gentlemens houſes. Pf any 
ſearche be made oz they ſuſpected fo2 pylfring clothes, of hedgges, oz 
bꝛeaking of houſes, which they commonty do, when the owners be 
eyther at the market, church, o2 other wayes occupped aboute their 
buſines, eyther robde ſome ſely man o2 woman by the hye waye, as 
many tymesthey do. Then they hygh them into wodes, great thic- 
kets, and other ruffe co:ners, where they lpe lurkinge th2e oz foure 
dapes to gether, and haue meate and dꝛinke b2ought them by theyꝛe 
MPoztes, and Dores, and whole they thus lye hydden in couere,in the 
night they be not idle, nether as þ common ſaying is (well occupped) 
fo: then as the wply fore, crepinge out ofhisden ſeketh his pꝛape foz 
pulterp ſo do theſc fo2 lynnen and any thinge cls wozth monep, that 
lpeth about oꝛ nere a houſe. 2s ſomtyme a whole bucke of clothes ca⸗ 
ryed awape at a tyme. UW hen they haue a greatter booty, then thep 
maye carp awape quickly to their ſtawling kendes as is aboue ſapd. 
They wyll hyde the ſame foz a the dapes in ſome thicke couert, = 
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in the night time, carye the ſame lyke good water Spanlles, to their 
foꝛeſapd houſes, To whom they wyll diſconer u here, oz in what pla⸗ 
ces they had the ſame, where the markes ſhalbe pycked out cleane, 4 
conuaped craftely fare, of to ſell. It the man o2 woman of the houſe 
want money the ſelues. at theſe vpzight men haue nether monepnoz 
wares, at theſe houſes they ſhathe truſted: fo2 their vitales, and it a - 
mount, to twentpe o2 thirty ſhyllings. Yea if it foztune any of theſe 
vpꝛight men, to be taken 7ither ſtiſpeced oz charged with fellony oz 
pctye bꝛybꝛpe, don at ſuch a tyme ozfuch a place, he wyll ſape he was 
in his hoſtes houſe. And if the man 02 wyfe of that houſe be examined 
by an officer, they boldelye bouche, that the lodged him ſuche a tyme 
whereby the truth cannot appeare. And if they chaunce to be retained 
into ſeruice, though their lamentable woꝛds, with any welthy man: 
Thep wyll tarp but a ſmale tpme, either robbing his maiſter, oꝛ ſam 
of his fellowes, And ſome of them vſeth this polocye, that althongh 
they trauaple into al theſeſhp2es, aboue ſaid, pet wyl they haue good 
credite eſpiciallpe in one ſhyze where at diuers good farmars houſes 
thep be wel knowen, where they woꝛke a moneth in a place ozmoze 
and wyll foz that time behaue them ſelues verp honeſtip e payntully. 
And mape at any tyme fo2 their good vſage, haue wozke of them and 
to theſe at a ded lyft 02 laſt refuge they maye ſafely repapꝛe vnto and 
be welcom; When in other places fo2 a knacke'of knauery that they 
baue playd thei dare not tary, Theſe vpzight men wil ſilkom ozneuer 
want, foz what is gotten by anye Pozt, 02 Dore, if it pleaſe him bee 
doth comaunde the ſame. And if he mete any begger, whether he be 
furdye oꝛ impotent, he wyll demaund of him, whetber euer he was 
falled to the roge 02 no. Jfhe ſape he was, he wyll know of whom , 
and his name þ ſtalled hym. And ik he be not learnevly able to ſhewe 
him the whole cirtumſtaunce therof he wyll ſpople him of his money 
either of his beſt garment if it be wozth any money, and haue him to 
the bowſing ken: Which is to ſome typpling houſe next adioyninge 
and laieth their to gage the beſt thing that he hath foꝛ twenty pence 
oꝛ two ſhyllinges, this man obepeth fo2feare of beating. Then doth 
this vpꝛight man call-fo2 a gage of bowſe whiche is a quarte pot of 
d2zinke and pow2es the ſame bpon his peld pate, adding theſe woꝛds. 
J. G. P. doſfallethee M. T. to the Roge, and that from hence fozthy 
it ſhall be lawefull foz the to Cant, that is to aſke oꝛ begge, fo2 thy li⸗ 
uing in al places. Here you ſe h̊ the vpꝛight man is ot great auctoaite, 
Foz all ſoztes of beggers, are obedient to his heſts, andſurmounteth 
all others in pplfring, and — CJ lately had fandinge - = 
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well houſe which ſtandeth on the backeſide of iy houſe, agreat caw 
dzon of copper beinge then full of water, hauinge in the ſame halfe a 
doſon of pe wrer dyſhes, well marked. and ſtamped w the connizance 
of my armes, whiche beinge well noted when they were taken out 
were ſeta ſide the water pow2ed out, and my caudzen taken awape, 
being of ſuch bygnes that one man vnleſſe he were of great ſtrength 
was not able far to cary the ſame. Not withſtandinge the ſame was 
one night within this two yeares conuay=d moꝛe then halfe a myle 
from my houſe, into a tommen oꝛ heth, And ther beſtowed in a great 
kirbuſhe. J then immediatly the nert dap ſent one of my men to Lon⸗ 
don and there gaue warning in Hothwarke, kent ſtrete, and Barme 
ſep ſtreete to all the Tynckars there dwelling.

Heſe hokers oꝛ Angglers be perpllous and moſt wicked knanes; 
1 and be deryued oꝛ pꝛotede foꝛth from the bpꝛyght men they com 

menlp go in frefeierkpnes and gally llopes poynted benethe the 
kne, theſe when they/pzaitiſe- there pyltringe it is all by night foꝛ as 
they walke a dap times from houſe to houſe to demaund charite they 
bigelantly marke where 02 in what place they mayeattayne to there 
pꝛape, caſting there eyes bp to euery wyndow weil noting what they 
ſe their, whether apparell, o2 linnen, hanginge nere vnto the ſapde 
wpndowes and that wyll they be ſure to haue þ nert night folowing, 
fo: they cuſtomably carry with them a ſtatfe of v. oꝛ vi foote long, in 
which within ons pnch of tope therok is a lytic hole bozedthzough, 
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in which hole they putte an pꝛon hoke and with the fame they myll 
pluck vnto them quickly any thingy thep map reche ther with, which 

hoke in the day tyme they couertly cary about them, and is neuer ſene 

oꝛ taken out till they come to the place where they wozke there fete, 

ſuch haue J ſene at mp houſe and he ue okt talked with them and haue 

handled ther ſtaues not then vnderſtanding to what vſe oz intẽt they 
ſerued, although J hadde and percetued by tyere talke and behautonr 
great lyłelphode of eupll ſuſpicion in them, thep wyl ether leane bp - 
pon there ſkaffe to hyde the hole therof, when they talke with you, oz 
holde thetr hande vpon the hole and what ſtufte either wollen oz lyn⸗ 
nen, they thus hoke out thep neuer carpe the ſame fozth with to their 
taulpng kens, but hides the ſane a ij.daies in ſome ſecret coꝛner.

J was credebly info2med that a hoker came to a farmers houſe in 
the ded of the night and putting back a dzawe window of a low cha- 
ber, the bed ſtanding hard by the ſapd wyndow, in which lape thzee 

parſones a man and two bygge bopes, this hoker with his ſtaffe pluc⸗ 
ked of their garmẽts which lay vpon them to kepe them warme with 
the couerlet aud ſhete and icfre them lying a ſlepe naked ſauing there 
ſhertes, and had a way all clene, and neuer could vnderſtande where 
tt became.

| Roge is neither ſo ſtonte 02 Hardp as the vpꝛightman: Many of 
them will go fapntly, and looke piteouſly, when they (ee,cither 
mete any perſon, hauing a kercher as white as my ſhooes tyed 
about their head. with a ſhoꝛt ffaffe in their hand, haltinge, although 
they nede not, requirin x almes of ſuch as they mete oꝛ to what honſe 
they ſhal com. But you map eaſelp perceine by their colour.v̊ thetcary 
both health and hipocriſie about them, wherby they get gaine, when 
others want that cannot fapne and diſſemble. Others therebee that 
malke ffurdely about p cofitrep,t faineth to ſeke a bꝛother oz kinſman 
of his, dwelling within ſom part of p ſhire, ether that he hath a letter 


to deltaer to ſom honeſt houſholder, dwelling out ol an other Shyꝛe, 


and will hewe pou the ſame + ſealed , with the ſuperſcription = 
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the parfye he ſpeaketh of, becauſe you ſhall not thinke him to runne 
idcllp about the tountrey . either haue they this thyfte, they wyll ca⸗ 
ry a cirtificate oz paſpozt about them from ſom Juſticer of the peace, 
uh his hand and ſcale vnto the ſame, howe:he hath bene whipped 
and puniſhed foꝛ a vacabonde acco2ding to the lawes ofthis reaime, 
and that he muſte returne to T. where he was bozne oz laſt dwelt, 
by a certapne daye lymited in the ſame, whiche ſhalbe a good longe 
daye.
